MALTA: Prime Minister Mintoff is having prob- 

lems negotiating an agreement with the Libyans. 
Mintoff has told acting NATO secretary general Kastl 
that Tripoli has offered financial assistance if the 
UK presence is eliminated; if the British remain, 
however, Libya would give no regular cash subsidy 
and would extend aid only for specific projects, 
Mintoff reiterated his need for an interim cash pay- 
ment ^ now to enable his government to meet its fi- 
nancial obligations. The payment would also give 
the UK and NATO more bargaining time to reach a final 
settlement with Malta. 

The US ambassador believes that Mintoff is pre- 
pared to risk unfavorable domestic political conse- 
quences that may result from carrying out his threat 
to order British forces to withdraw if emergency 
cash aid is not forthcoming. Even if he obtains 
these interim funds, there is evidence to suggest 
that the ground is now being prepared within the 
ruling Labor Party for the initial rejection of 
NATO's pro posed $15 a 6-million annual cash pavmor vf- 
to Malta.
